An amendment by Sen. Ives, 
|Republican, New York, providing 
that a minimum of $5 per child 
per year should be granted to al! 
States was adopted. 

Sen. Taft, Republican, Ohio, au- 
thor of the bill, admitted that 
there was “always danger of Fed- 
eral control,” but he said Congress 
could draft laws to prevent this. 
He declared: | 

‘If we don’t grant this aid and 
the States become weak, then the 
time will come when we shall 
have complete Federal operation.” 

Byrd retorted that Virginia does 
not want the Federal education 
aid and that the State Legislature 
has said it would not take it. Vir- 
|ginia would get a little more than 
$8.000,000 a year under the bill. 

Byrd declared that Southern 
States have increased their educa- 
tional standing by 60 percent in 
the last five years and are able to 
handle their own school problems. 

Both Georgia Senators voted for 
the measure.

President Truman’s veto of the! 
$4,880,000,000 Tax Reduction Bill 
will go to Congress at noon Fri- 
day, a White House conference 
of administration and congres- 
sional leaders decided Thursday. 


Senate and House leaders said | 
a vote will begin immediately to'! 
uphold or reject the veto. A two-| 
thirds majority is needed to over- 
ride the President's rejection of 
the measure. 

Predictions were freely made 
before the current stop-Commu- 
nism drive got going that enough 
Democrats would join Republicans 
to override the veto. 

(The House vote on final pas- 
sage of the tax cut Bill was 289 
to 66—52 more than a veto-over- 
riding two-thirds majority. The 
Senate vote was 78 to 11.)

by a three-to-one vote. He said |

day for an extra $3,000,000,000 for 
defense funds will not change

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The Grand Dragon Calls It Off 


As one of several newspapers in the 
State which took the lead in exposing the 
Ku Klux plan to burn crosses and hold 
nightshirt parades on the eve of county 
primaries, we note with gratification and 
amusement the Grand Dragon’s announce- 
ment that the campaign of intimidation 
has been called off. 


We also take pleasure in the fact that 
The Constitution could, based on informa- 
tion supplied us by a Klan member who 
was sick and ashamed of his membership, 
publicize in advance—and thus prevent— 
the burning of a cross in two adjoining 
counties which recently held primaries. 


The Klan was, in effect, working with 
enemies of the South, the radical and 
Communist Negro organizations, every 


time it made a. public appearance. That 
will hold true in the future. Every ap- 
pearance was a blow to the best interests 
of the South. If the Klan can intimidate, 
we do indeed need Federal protection. 

We would like also to point out again 
that any community which supports a 
Klavern of the Klan supports a civic can- 
cer. Wrightsville’s good people may be 
able to save a new industry which de- 
cided to go elsewhere after the Klan ap- 
pearance there. But it will be difficult. 
No businessman wants to invest his mon- 
ey in business or industry in a community 
where the Klan is active. 

The Klan doesn’t amount to much 
now. Its membership is low. It will 
amount to less and less as decent people 
awake to its meaning. 


An Increase, But Not So Bad 


Atlanta transit riders will probably ac- 
cept the fare increase—from seven and 
a half to eight and a third cents—without 
too much grumbling. 

The Power Company had asked a 
straight 10-cent fare and it seemed likely 
for a while that the Public Service Com- 
mission might grant it. Already, in fact, 
the transit company is complaining that 
the new three-for-a-quarter token price is 


inadequate to meet its needs. 

We welcome the new price as a logical 
compromise, far more acceptable to the 
average twice-a-day rider than would 
have been a 10-cent fare. Our only sug- 
gestion now is that the Company endeavor 
to provide more trolleys and busses dur- 
ing rush hours. Passengers will be more 
resentful of being crowded now that it is 
costing more. 


Sen. Pepper Sees the Light 


Sen. Claude Pepper, of Florida, has yet 
to be accused of being a spokesman for 
business and industry. Indeed, he is a 
consistent adherent to the ultra-liberal po- 
litical philosophy. He is an ardent cham- 
pion of union labor and his voting record 
often is cited by labor leaders as approach- 
ing their ideal. 


Sen. Pepper’s views on taxes, there- 
fore, cannot be discounted as reflecting 
the wishes of “big business” and “Wall 
Street.” 

Among the amendments offered to the 
income tax reduction bill which now is 
awaiting the President’s veto was one by 
the liberal Sen. Pepper which would have 
reduced the maximum rate from 77 per- 
cent, as provided, to a high of 50 percent. 
The proposal was defeated. 

The Florida Senator is not in the habit 
of making overtures to business. More- 
over, he does not stand for re-election this 
year and so there is no immediate need 
for broadening the base of his political 


support. 

But Sen. Pepper apparently had reason- 
ed the matter out and had reached the 
conclusion that lower taxes in the upper 
income brackets are a necessity for pro- 
viding the incentive to keep the nation’s 
industrial and commercial activity at a 
high level. 

The amendment was offered, the Sena- 
tor said, “not to give the large taxpayers 


immunity from tax obligations which I 
think they should bear. It is merely to 
give incentive to the individual taxpayer 
to make the greatest contribution he can 
make to the productivity and the income 
of the nation. 

“Mr. President,” Sen. Pepper continued, 
“IT know that if we want a motor to run 
we must give it gasoline; if we want a 
mule to plow we must feed him, and if 
we want the men and women of America 
who have the greatest ability to produce 
to contribute their utmost to the economy 
of the nation, we must let them have a 
little something left which they can call 
their own.” . 

He cited the instance of a businessman 
who on his first $100,000 annual earnings 
retained $35,000 after taxes. But on each 
succeeding $100,000 of income the busi- 
nessman could keep only $5,000 fof him- 
self. 

“Why,” the businessman asked, “should 
I risk losing my investment when I have 
no hope of reward of any appreciable 
character coming back to me from my 
enterprise?” | 

That is a question thousands of busi- 
nessmen the country over are asking. And 
that is why the source of America’s wealth 
—its millions of jobs and high standard 
of living—is in danger of drying up. 

And when people like Sen. Pepper get 
worried over the situation, we think it’s 
time something was done.

Truman's Advisers Built a High Fence 


WASHINGTON—One of the chief complaints heard against President Truman in connection with 


his present political difficulties is that he has not always sought the advice of the right people. 


His party leaders in Congress are known to 
feel that they have been too often neglected when 
important matters of Administration policy were 
being formed. It is a known fact, for example, 
that neither Sen. Alben Barkley, of Kentucky, 
the Democratic leader in the Senate, nor former 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, of Texas, the minority 
leader in the House, were consulted in advance 
on many of the major legislative recommenda- 
tions transmitted to Congress by the President 
since the beginning of the present session. 


It will be surprising to many to learn that 
former Speaker Rayburn has not been sum- 
moned to the White House once for consulta- 
tien since Congress met in January. Sen. 
Barkley is quoted as saying he has been down 
to see the President once in the same period, 
but at his (Barkley’s) invitation. 


Mr. Truman appears to have developed the 
habit of relying more on the group of personal 
advisers surrounding him in the White House 
than calling on his party leaders in Congress. 
Many persons trace his present difficulties to 
this fault. 

Much of the controversy and the threatened 
Southern revolt over the Administration’s civil 
right} pyogram could have been eliminated, it is 
believed, if the President had called in a few of 
his party leaders to guide him. Mr. Rayburn and 
a few others are known to share the feeling that 
it would have been possible for them to have 
framed a statement on the subject which would 
have accomplished the same purpose the Presi- 
dent had in mind, but minus all of the fanfare 
of controversy that has been raised. They were 
not given the opportunity. 

It was not always this way with Mr. Truman. 
At the beginning of his inherited Administration, 
after taking over White House control, he used to 
call in his party leaders in Congress regularly. It 
was a chapter borrowed from the book of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt had a regular weekly meeting 
date with his congressional] leaders. Usually it 
was held on Mondays. The conferences covered 
a wide range of subjects. If there was no immedi- 
ate legislative business to be taken up, the meet- 
ings at least gave the party leaders an oppor- 
tunity to discuss anything they liked with the 
President. It served to maintain a close con- 
tact between the White House and Congress. 

Mr. Truman began getting away from the prac- 
tice after the Republicans took over organization 
control of Congréss following the last election. 


Perhaps he found it a bit too cumbersome to 
invite in both the Republican and the Democratic 
leaders of the two houses. 

But whatever his reason, he does appear to 
have definitely gotten away from the former pro- 
cedure which was so much a part of the Roose- 
velt ritual. Conferences of congressional leaders 
at the White House are becoming more and more 
of a rarity. 

As a result, his party managers in Congress 
are often taken unawares when some important 
White House message is sent out. It is not, un- 
common to hear them plead complete innocence 
or ignorance of the matter. 

In this Mr. Truman has ignored one of: the 
soundest pieces of advice given him when he in- 
herited the Presidency. Shortly after he took 
the oath following Mr. Roosevelt’s death, Rep. 
Rayburn, then Speaker of the House, called on 
him for a friendly conference. 


Rayburn warned him of the pitfalls that 
lay in the Presidency. He reminded Mr. Tru- 
man that in the White House he would be sur- 
rounded by a lot of people—some big and 
some little. The one thing he sought to warn 
the President against most was allowing him- 
self to be “fenced in.” He told him that he 
should always avail himself of the opportu- 
nity of consulting with his party leaders in 
Congress. 


The President does not seem to have followed 
that advice any too well. If he had; the major

Russia Doesn't 
Want War Now 


A number of well-meaning persons have by 


mail taken me across their laps and applied the | 
traditional hairbrush for saying I do not think | 


there will be a war with Russia. 

I still don’t. 

I do wish to make it clear that I know there easily could be a 
war, if some of the trigger-happy gorillas, of which Tito is a good 
eXample, should brush off the present restraining Soviet hands, or 
later be told to pull the trigger to provide diversion. 

But, I don’t think the Soviets will get into a war. 

They believe there one day will have to be a war. Their aim 
is world conquest. But they will hope to keep on winning political 
wars in the pattern of Middle Europe. And they will try to build 
up war-potentials for a war of from 10 to 15 years from now. 


They will count on persons like Henry Wallace, and on the | 
earnest desire for peace, to prevent this country from becoming | 


strong while they daily grow stronger. 
But, for the time being there won’t be a war. 


There are many reasons. The best one is steel. War 
devours persons, materials, cities, hopes and character. 

But it chews with steel. 

The steel production of this country today is about 92,000,000 
gross tons. 

And we haven’t got enough. 

The steel production of the Soviet Union is about 22,000,000 
gross tons. 

They will do well, within 15 years, to reach 50,000,000 tons. 
That is why they want to take in all the vast technical skills of 
the Germans and their genius for steel. 

That is why they were so determined to absorm Czechoslovakia. 
The Czechs are the only people skilled enough to build precision 
machine tools to produce the modern weapons of war and—the 
atom bomb. 

There is a great lack of know-how in the necessary job of pro- 
ducing the precision 


motion, 
Labor The Czechs will become virtually slave laborers, as the 
Russians drive them—as they already drive their own 
people—at producing machines and at training workers for them. 
Technology, one of the greatest factors for at least temporary peace, 
is the lack of Soviet skills. They have made enormous progress. 
But they had vast distances to go. They are a nation with a 
peasant background. We are a nation, as were the Germans, 
British and Czechs, with a feeling for machinery and a talent for 
technology. 

During the war the Russians got a synthetiq rubber plant from 
us. They could not run it. 

In the capture of Austria and other middle European 
countries, they got much fine American telephone equipment. 
They couldn’t use it. 

Many of the war plants taken from Austria have been shipped 
back to Austria and reassembled there so that the workers who 
know how to use them may produce goods from them. The Soviet 
workers had not been able to do it. ; 

It will be years Dbefore the Soviets will be able to produce 
enough steel, machinery and technological skills to wage the sort 
of war the next one will be. 

+ Lend-lease kept them going in the recent war. But, even so, 
they had somewhere around 12 to 15 million casualties. 

They believe in their future. They believe they will one day 
rule the world. But the Communist system has yet to show itself 
efficient enough to make that dream of conquest come true. 

In Greece a few troops prevent the Communists from 
Strength taking over. In Trieste, in Austria and in Germany 
the presence of a token number of American soldiers prevent the 
over-running of those” countries as Middle Europe and Czecho- 
slovakia have already been over-run. 

We are being led on the most foolish sort of course by Henry 
Wallace and those who follow his maddening policy of always 
praising the Soviet?grabs and always damning his own country as 
imperialistic. 

We do not need to become a military nation. God forbid. 

But, if we do not become a strong nation and let the Russians 
see that any war with us would be disastrous to them, we will 
deserve the fate any other course will bring—of slow disintegra- 
tion and frustration in the face of continued Soviet aggression. 
Needs We need Universal Military Training. The young nfen 

would not be in the Army. They would remain civilians. 
We need to build up our Army to about 900,000 professional men 
and develop the Reserves and National Guard units as the real 
force should trouble come. That would not be making us a 
military nation. 

We disarmed and we “brought the boys home” #0 quickly— 
with the Wallaces and the Communists fiddling the tune to which 
we danced—that we created the situation which allowed Russia 
to move boldly into Europe. 

If we listen to the appeasers and the persons who think strength 
is not protection—when every freedom and liberty the world has 
known has been based on strength—we will defeat ourselves be- 
fore the war begins—the war we need not have if we become— 
and remain—strong.

Feodor Chaliapin 
The Russian Basso 


I doubt if there ever was a finer bass voice 


in all the long history of opera than that of | 


: Feodor Chaliapin, the Russian. There was a 
resonance, a timbre to his notes that dug deep into his hearers’ 
musical sense and provided a thrill never forgotten. 

Chaliapin was a big man, physically. He stood four or five or six 
inches more than six feet. Rather slender, but strong, robust. His 
face was strong boned, rough hewn, what we always call Lin- 
colnesque in formation. 

The first year he sang with the Metropolitan in Atlanta he could 
speak very little English, but later, when he could converse with us, 
I think we surmised he was a strange, a lonely sort of a person. 
Reserved, quiet, I believe he was always shy. The story of his life 
l only know in smattering. What I do know is tragic. 


I believe the last heard of him, some years ago, he was back in | 
Russia, not in very good standing with Soviet authority and living 


in comparative poverty. 


In his hghter vocal moments, Chaliapin’s 
great song was “The Song of the Volga Boat- 
men.’”’ Nowadays it has been sung so much it has become worn and 
and hackneyed with much repetition but when Chaliapin sang it 
for us it was comparatively new. It was his song, always associated 
with him, just as “Shortnin’ Bread” is now associated with Nelson 
Eddy. : 

The song demonstrated the remarkable control he had of his 
voice. He created better than any other that effect of the approach- 
ing boat, the voice getting louder and louder as the imagined dis- 
tance lessened then, after reaching fullest volume, fading away as 
the boat went on, to a whisper and, at last, to silence. 

One night, at an opera party of some sort given at the Druid 
Hills club, Chaliapin wandered out into the grounds, probably lonely 
and shy. It was that first year he was here. 

There he was found by a well-known Atlanta man who felt 
sorry for the big Russian and thought he ought to do something in 
the way of hospitality. Yet Chaliapin could talk no English and the 
Atlantan knew no Russian. 

But the Atlantan remembered one Russian word he knew. That, 
he reasoned to himself might be the key to a warmer Russian re- 
sponse. 

So the Atlantan took a flask out of his pocket. A large, silver 
flask it was and it was nearly filled wtih corn whiskey. (It was 
during the prohibition era.) 

Peinting to the flask and offering it to the Russian, the Atlantan 
said his one Russian word: “Vodka!” 

Chaliapin smiled, took the flask, and almost emptied it before 
lowering it from his mouth. He smacked his lips and grinned. 

Then, evidently desiring to show his gratitude for an act of 
friendship, he began singing, there in the moonlit grounds, for the 
audience of ome, that Volga Boatmen song. 

Inevitably, the two were alone not much longer. 
the voice brougat others, by the score, out to hear.

We understood that Chaliapin was only 
permitted, by the Soviet authority, to leave 
Russia and come to America to sing, if he remitted the bulk of his 
earnings back to Moscow. He was allowed no more than enough 
money for his living and unavoidable expenses. All else, had to go 
to the Soviet treasury. 

That was the story told, anyway. 

He sang here for a couple of seasons then came back, once, with 
his own company in “Barber of Seville.” Chaliapin was as.great 
as ever but his company and production was not too good. 


One of my best opera memories, from Atlanta’s old days, is | 
Chaliapin singing in Boito’s “Mefistofele,” an opera on the same | 
story as Gounod’s “Faust” but, insofar as the basso role alone is con- | 
| reporting, but under the cock-eyed New Deal we 


cerned, even greater than its better known companion piece. 

For some reason I did not hear him sing the title role in Mous- 
sorgky’s “Boris Godounow,” but even today someone who did oc- 
casionally tells me it was one of the half dozen finest individual 
performances ever heard at the old auditorium.

What About Synthetic Rubber? 


WASHINGTON—The interest of national security, now before Congress in 
draft and Universal Military Training proposals, likewise is involved in another 


problem—a holdover from the last war—that finally has come to a head. 
involves the interests of consumers. 


It also 
As usual, there is mixed up in the background 


a special private interest, to wit, the big rubber companies. 
For the problem is what to do about the Government's synthetic rubber industry built duringwthe 
War at the cost of some $673,000,000 to meet the dire emergency we faced when supplies of natural 
rubber from the East Indies were shut off by the Japs. 


President Truman, himself, will make the ul- 
timate decision when he acts upon legislation 
which, in its final stages in Congress, revealed 
important conflicts between House and Senate, 
edjustment of which may determine the Presi- 
dent's approval or disapproval. 


Roth House and Senate provided for ulti- 
mate disposition of the Government plants 
te private industry. But when this is done. 
under what conditions, what protections 
there are for the Government in a future 
emergency becomes most important with the 
new emphasis on national security in Presi- 
dent Truman's recent message to Congress. 


The House was much more protective in its 
ection of the Government's interest, as well as 
that of consumers. The big rubber companies 
were able to exert pressure in the Senate and. 

more favorable terms for themselves in dis- 
position of the plants and to the disadvantage 
of smaller companies and thus, if the Senate 
view ultimately prevails, will be able to solidify 
the monopoly position they now enjoy. This is 
exemplified in a pending suit against a number 
of major campanies by the Justice Department 
for alleged monopolistic practices, including 
price-fixing. 

In its statement of policy, the House specified 
that national security was paramount and that 
the Government should retain its plants unless 
the sale of them should, itself, promote security 
and national defense. The Senate emphasis, 
in its statement of policy, was that the interest 
of national security was -in sale of the plants 
and an early end to all controls. 


The House provided special precautions in 
the disposition of the synthetic rubber plants. 
It permitted lease for a year. But it would 


. hen 


permit no plant to be leased or sold except by 
approval of Congress in a joint resolution. And 
any proposal from the executive branch for 
disposition of plants must provide “adequate 
safeguard for national security and _ con- 
sumers” of synthetic rubber and must include 
a recommendation by the President, after con- 
sultation with the National Security Resources 
Board, stating that the board had considered 
the proposal and, that a majority of its mem- 
bers had found that “national security and com- 
mon defense will be facilitated and advanced 
by such proposed disposition.” 

The Senate, on the other hand, authorized an 
immediate study by Government agencies to 
formulate a program for sale or lease to private 
industry, with a report not later than April 4, 
1949. By the following January 15, the Presi- 
dent would be required to recommend to Con- 
gress legislation for the disposal of Government 
rubber facilities. The Senate provided for lease 
of any plant until January 15, 1949, but with no 
approval required by Congress. 

More rigid controls by the Government also 
were provided by the House which are impor- 
tant in case of operation for national defense. 
Both House and Senate required that sufficient 
synthetic rubber facilities should be maintained 
‘to produce 600,000 long tons of general purpose 
rubber. But they differed in the amount of 
special-purpose rubber facilities, the House re- 
quiring 75,000 long tons, the Senate only 65,000. 
The House also provided that at least one-third 
of such capacity must be in production. No 
similar requirement was fixed by the Senate. 

The Senate also left the way open for pricing 
of synthetic rubber that would put smaller com. 
panies at a disadvantage competitively with the 
major companies,

committee of Rep. W. Kingsland Macy, of New 
York (the only Congressman still wearing Her- 
bert Hoover choker-type collars), finally has dug 
out a steel gray market deal complete. So many 
gents made so many wild-eyed profits on the 
steel that went into your new stove that it cost 
more than triple what it should have. You paid. 
Here's the tale: | 

Russell Feldmann, President of the Interna- 
tional Detrola Corporation, had 30,000 table-model 
radios worth $875,000 that he couldn't sell be- 
cause they were out of date. He also had a 
steel mill at Newport, Ky., producing sheet steel 
' #m such demand that he almost had to use a 
elub to keep the would-be buyers away. 


fe a fellow named L. D. Roberts in Hous- 
ton. Texas. made a deal to pay Feldman the 
full price for the elderly radios, if he could 
huy 9.0060 tons of steel at the regular mar- 
ket price of $93 a ton. Then Roberts had 
te find a buyer. 


He talked to C. P. Porter, of Dallas, Texas, 
who was boss of an oil company owned by a 
Roston auto dealer named Forrest A. Clark. Por- 
ter called his boss long distance to tell him 
about the radio-steel deal and for that he got 
$10,000. Did he think he .deserved it? 

“Well,” he testified, “I was awfully glad te 

it.” 

So Clark formed a special corporation in Bos- 
ton to buy the radios and the steel. Then he 
hired Roberts to sell same, and the latter esti- 
mated, as casually as you please, that he ex- 

te earn $65,000. 

The $875,000 worth of radios he peddled to 


the Ailied Stores Company, of New York, for 
$275,000, and that was a bargain if ever there was 
one. Then he got in touch with some more citi- 
zens in Chicago to see if they’d like to buy a few 
thousand tons of steel. Would they! Quickly 
they put up $10,000 to form the Hanna Steel 
Corporation and, with $100,000 more in the bank 
which they never had to touch, they bought 6,000 
tons of steel. 

The plan, said Martin C. Chesler, Secretary- 


Treasurer of Hanna, called for him to pay the | 


Newport mill the usual $93 per ton—and to for- 
ward to Boston $114 extra for each ton. So far 


so good. 


Then he resold the same steel—which still was | 


in Newport awaiting shipment—to an assortment 
of desperate manufacturers (including the stove 
company) at prices ranging from $250 to $330 
per ton. 


Se everybody was happy. Feldman got 
rid of his radios at full price. The Allied 
Stores got ‘em at a price so low they staged 
a bargain sale. Porter pocketed his $10,000. 
Roberts expects to get his $65,000 when the 
last few tons of steel are delivered. Clark. 
the Boston auto man, twisted his long legs 
around the witness chair and figured he stood 
to make a profit of $420,000.» 


Chesler said his firm had netted another $218.,- 
000 on the same steel. 

“And on an investment of $19,000,” suggested 
John T. M. Reddan, the committee counsel. 

The price of stoves, refrigerators and furnaces 
went up to take care of the cost of the ateel 
that went into ‘em, and nobody—absolutely no- 
body—lost a dime.

Tone Your Muscular Girdle

What did Venus have that 
That divinity. looked soft, even in 


middle age spread! 
stone. 

Spring is no time to have 
that middle spread—at any age. 
Let’s put some live tone in those 
girdle muscles. Our model, Bar- 
bara Anne, slimmed s€ven 
inches off the middle measure- 
ment,.bringing it from a bulky 
40 to a streamlined 33 inches. 
As Barrie says—when the abdo- 
men and the hips measure prac- 
tically the same, that’s the mid- 
dle spread at its worst. 

Nature’s girdle has a three- 
way control. One pair of mus- 
cles run up and down, the full 
length of the abdominal wall 
... their muscular pull is up. 
An array of broad, flat muscles 
come in on the bias, covering 
the side-front of the abdomen 
to hold the stomach flat. And 
underneath these are trans- 
verse layers of muscles. What 
a girdle! Here are the exer- 
cises that will put snap back 
in this network of muscles. We 
call it streamlining. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
feet elevated to bench or chair 
seat (to give internal organs a 
lift), arms down at sides.

Concentrate on the _ up-and-in 
pull of the abdominal muscles, 
pressing small of back to floor. 
Return arms and foot to first 
position and continue flexing, 
alternating knees, six counts, 
later 12, still later 18. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
legs elevated to low bench or 
chair seat, arms down at sides. 

Movement: Raise hips up to 
straight -line and fling arms 
back on floor at the same time. 
Do not arch the small of the 
back. Give a strong up-and-in

Repeat 10 times, rest; repeat an- 


other 10 counts. Relax.

You can’t know the health that 
the modern wonders of medicine 
will produce when you can’t even 
get a doctor. You can't always get 
a doctor when, like Douglas Coun- 
ty was two yeurs ago, there are 
only twe and 10,000 people de- 
pending upon them. It is just not 
physically possible for the doctors 
to make the rounds. 

But a hospital. A place with 
beds, with nurses; a place of con- 
centration of patients, so to speak 
—that’s the answer to the doctor 
shortage. So Douglas County
